AN AGREEMENT made this 27th day of March one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-two between the ('ODNTESS OF DDFEEEIN DISPENSARY SOCIETY, 
SDRAT hereinafter called “ the Society ”) of the one part and the SECRETARY OF 
STATE FOR INDIA IN (lODNCTL called “the Secretary of State”) 

of the other part WHEREAS the principal object for which the Society is established 
is to give medical relief to women and children at Surat AND WHEREAS in further- 
ance of the said object the Society is desirous of acquiring certain land in the City of 

UB 
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Surat for the purposes of the Society, namely, for the quarters of the Nurses, which 
land is particularly described in the schedule hereto annexed, and is hereinafter 
referred to as “ the said land ” AND WHEREAS the Society baa applied to the Govern- 
ment of Bombay to put in force the provisions of the Land Acqiiiaition Act, 1894 (I of 
1894) hereinafter referred to as "the said Act”) in order to acquire for the Society 
th® said land AND WHEREAS Government of Bombay (hereinafter referred to as 
“ the said Government ”) having caused an inquiry to be held in conformity with the 
provisions of section 40 of the said Act and being satisfied on the report of the result 
of such inquiry that the acquisition of the said land is needed for the furtherance of 
the said object of the Society and is likely to prove useful to the public, has consented 
to the provisions of the said Act being put in force in order to acquire the said land 
for the purposes of the Society and has pursuant lo section 41 of the said Act required 
the Society to enter into the Agreement wjth the Secretary of State herein contained ; 
AND WHEREAS at the general meeting of the Society duly convened and hold on 
1st October 1920 a resolution was unanimously passed to the lollowing effect, namely, 
that in consonance with resolution No. IX, dated 20th October 1919, passed by the 
managing committee of the Countess of Duffeiin Dispensary Society, the land with 
superstructures thereon situated in survey numhers'S/l, 8/2 and 9/1 to 8 of Tika M/1 
measuring 816 square yards be acquired for the quarteis of the nurses at the cost of 
the Society and the Collector of Sural be requested to arrange for the acquisition of the 
same under Land Acquisition Act I of 1894, AND WHEBEAS at tho meeting of 
managing committee of the Society duly convened and held on 2r)th January 1922 for 
considering tho Surat Collector’s No. L.A.Q.-94, dat("d 4lh December 1921, with regard 
to the acquisition of the said land, Besolution No. I was unanimously passed to tho 
following effect "that an affirmative reply may be given to both the queries, namely, 
(a) Whether the Society is willing to pass an agreement in the form received from 
Government, (h) Whether the Society is willing to ])ay an initial deposit in respect of 
monies payable by it for the cost of acquisition regarding the payment of the cost 
of acquisitioi). of land in the City of Surat, subject to the conditions therein defined 
which document has already been explained to the meeting and approved of by the 
meeting of the said Society and is made between the Collector and President, Countes.s 
of Dufferin Di.spensRry Society, Surat, and two Members as Trustees for the Society 
and the Secretary of State for India in Council and that they sanction the terms and 
conditions of such document and that .such sanction be signified in the margin thereof 
by a memorandum in that behalf signed by the Chairman of the Meeting and that the 
said Tru.stees be authbrized to execute the .said Deed for and on behalf of the said 
Society: AND WHEREAS is pursuance of such re, solution the Chairman of the said 
Meeting has duly endorsed in tho margin hereof under his hand and .signature the 
approval of these presents by the said Societv: ANT) WHEREAS the .said Trustees 
have agreed to execute these presents: NOW THESE PRESENTS WITNESS and 
it is hereby agreed by and between the Parties hereto lhat the .said Government .shall 
put in force the provisions of tho said Act in order to acquire the .said land for the 
Society on the following conditions: — 

The Society shall and will provide for and reimburse or pay to the said Government 
the entire cost as determined by tbe said Government of tbe :u'quj3ition under provisions 
of the said Act of the said land, including all Compensation, damages, interest, Costs, 
Charges and expenses whatsoever whicb have been or may bo paid or incurred in respect 
of or on account of snch acquisition and all law costs and other expenses which have 
been or may bo incurred by Hie .said Government upon or iu respect of or incidental to 
such acquisition or any litigation arising thereout and either in tho original or appcJlato 
Courts and including the Cost of any e3tahli,shment and the salary or allowance of any 
Officer or Officers of Government whom the said Government may think it neceas:iry to 
employ or depute on special duty for tho purpose of such Rcqui.sition. The monies 
which shall he payable by the Society under this clause shall be paid by it by the initial 
deposit with the Collector of the sum of Rupees eleven thousand (Rs. 11,000) only 
within seven days after the publication in the Boinhay Gouernmenf Oasette of the 
notice under section 6 of the said Act with reference to tho said land in pursuance of 
the,se presents; and by payment to the Collector in writing of such amount a.s the 
Collector .shall from time to time estimate to he required or provided by the Societv for 
the purpose of meeting or disbursing any of the monies, compensation, damages, inter- 
est, costs, charges or expenses hereinbefore referred to. In these proscnt.s the expression 
" Collector ” shall extend to, mean and include fas the case may he), the Collector of the 
Histrict in which the said land is or shall at any time he included and also the persons 
meant and included in snch expression by tbe said Act. 

2. On payment of tbe entire monies, compensation, damages, interest, Costs, charge.s 
and expenses incidental to the acquisition of the said land, the whole of the said land 
shall, as soon as conveniently may he after the award of the Collector is made in respect 
thereof and possession has been taken by the Collector under the said Act, he transferred 
to the society at the coat in every respect of the Society so as to vest in the Society. 

3. The said land when so transferred to and vested in the Society shall he held by 
the Society as their property to he u.scd in furtherance of tlm above said object, 
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4. If at any time or times any part or parts of tlie said land shall in the opinion of 
the said Government he necessary to he possessed hy the said Government for purposes of 
revenue administration or either hy the said Government or hy a local authority for the 
purpose of making any new Public road or for any purpose connected with the Public 
health, safety, utility or necessity (as to which matters the society should accept the 
decision of the said Government who shall be the sole judge). The Society on being 
therennto req^uired by the said Government in writing (which shall be sufficient if signed 
by the Collector) shall transfer to the Secretary of State such part or parts of the said 
land as the said Government shall specify to be necessary for any of the purposes afore- 
said and in consideration of such transfer the Secretary of State shall pay to the Society 
a sum equal to the amount of the Compensation awarded under the said Act and paid by 
the Society in respect of the land subject of the transfer upon the acquisition thereof 
for the society, including tlie percentage awarded under section 23 (2) of the said Act, 
and such amount as shall be estimated by the Executive Engineer whose decision in the 
matter shall be final as the Cost of the development of the land the subject of transfer 
which sliall include the value at the date of transfer of any structures standing thereon. 

6. The Society shall construct the proposed building for the Sheth Morarbhai 
Yijbhukhandas Ilospital, Surat, within a period of five years- in accordance with the 
plans approved by the President, Countess of Dufierin Dispensary Society. The society 
shall at all times keep and maintain the said land in good order to the satisfaction of 
the Collector. 

6. The Society shall keep the nurses’ quarters open to nurses of all classes, castes 
and creeds. 

7. All the costs and expenses incidental to the preparation, execution and registra- 
tion of this agreement shall bo paid by the Society.
